Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's Representative argues that the invention differs from the 
prior art as taught by Arevalo in that the application does neither disclose nor claim that there is further fine divided 
intervals being applied to the consecutive iterations in the determination of the optimum value as taught by Arevalo. 
Applicant's Representive further argues that there is no teaching from the Applicant's acknowledged prior art and 
Arevalo to search for the desired potential along the nonlinear curve for the laser intensity vs potential as in the 
invention and the linear method of Applicant's acknowledged prior art. The examiner indicates that the specification will 
be reevaluated with respect to the first argument as well as the combination of the prior arts. . 
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
